HERE in all the world is to 
O/0/ le found seenery comparable to 
that which awaits the explorer 


and photographer in northwestern Yimn- 
nan Frovines, China, and in the mountain 
fastiesses Of Tsariing, in southeastern 
Tibet ? 

Few have been privileged to climb the 
towering ranges separating the mightiest 
streams of China, if not of Asta. The 
whole region, so geologists tell us, was 
ance one yast, high plateau, now tnter- 
sected and eroded hy some of the Tongest 
rivers in the world. 

These rivers changed this high plateau 
not merely into a land of lofty mountains, 
but of deep valleys with gloomy shadows 
and forbidding gorges never trodden by 
hutnan foot. 

In these trenches the Salwin, Mekong, 
and Yangtze, cutting through mountain 
ranges 20,000 feet in height, make their 
way to the oceans, These three rivers, 
flawing parallel, north to south, for some

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YANGTZE FLOWS FARALLEL TO ITSELF AT

THE “COMPORTS” OF THAVEL IN YUNNAN 


In Shrike T occupied a large, harnlike 
louse containing huge stables and gran- 
aries, belonging to a rich Likiane Bud- 
dhist prest addicted to opm smoking. 
The only decent place, if that word can 
he employed—hug everything is relative— 
wos the chapel of our lama host, and 
there, in front of a gilded Buddha, I 
made syself comfortahle—another rela- 
tive term. 

I quote from my diary; | 

“Loam sitting on a haleony while the 
rain descends heavily, Betore me there 
stretches a long stable full of mules anil 
horses; a noisy litte parrot, which | bonght 
for three cents, sits on his stick, while 
rats andl dees and dirty children create 
tamhemoniin: and acd te the confusion 
caused by my belated caravan. 

“The lead-mule, with his large Tell, 
steps into the muddy courtyard, followed 
ly his hungry cosufferers. Without wait- 
ing to have their Joads removed, they 
fight their way to the troughs and try to 
cot throgh the baskets ted over their 
muniths. 

“Dogs are stepped upon, pigs squeal, 
the miles bray. while long-dead ancestors 
are conjured in unprintable language: ly 
the exasperated muleteers, Everywhere 
mud, dung, cornstalks, anid oders which it 
would be chifficult to analyze! Poor cook! 
In such stirroundings he has to produce a 
palatable: meal.” | 

The next morming we started with as 
much noise as when we arrived. How 
gloricus to get out of such a foul place 
into the pure, fresh air! 

Our trail led ws up the Yanetee for 
several days. The country was quiet and 
peaceful; cleuds lung heavily about the 
mountains inclosing the river—the Inst af 
a TOOOSOOT SUMMNer. 

To the Jeft, on a high, conical hill, was 
o temple. Of all the places in the world! 
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One pities the caretaker, for his shopping 
Trinast take some effort, as the sides of the 
hill are as steep as the walls of a house. 


PAPER EPVIGIES BURNED AT A NASH I 
FUNERAL 


At Biilsidlo, a Nashi village, someone 
had given up ins mortal toil; mourners 
were parading around in grayish-white 
garments anid headdresses, while leaning 
agnirst the wall of the deceased's house 
was 8 long cow of almost life-size human 
effigies made of bamboo. framework cov- 
ered with paper. ‘here were also huge 
paper horses, sedan chairs, castles, and 
towers.of paper, all te be buted at the 
grave, ‘These imaginary servants, horses, 
etc., Were to minister unto and comfort the 
departed in the shatlw work! (p. 135). 

Many lateral ravines open out inte the 
main VYangtee Valley, while the trail 
smears through dense growths of spiruea, 
auhinia, and rhaninus., These bushes 
atul shimbs tine the narrow trail, at times 
almost closing over it. Myriads of spider 
webs were interlaced and entwined among 
these shriths, forming glohase masses in 
which thousands of large vellaw spiders 
with outstretched legs watched for their 
prey. Unless one hel up astick to sepa- 
rate the yellow threads and make a pas- 
sageway through this labyrinth, one's 
heal would soon have resembled a yellow 
all of twine or fuzzy silk. 


‘A ROAD 15 GOOD FOR TEN YEARS; RAD FOR 
TEN THOUSANT' 


The trail skirts a sandstone wall, built 
up artificially from the tiver bed, which 
showed sivas of having been submerged 
fy the last high water, The rocks were 
lovee and near the edge the path had 
sagged consitlerably and in many places 
was washed out, 

But roads in this part of the world are 
rarely, if ever, repaired. A Chinese prov- 
orh says, “A road is good for ten years 
and hewl for ten thotisard.” 

The mountains are here Ileak and 
dreary, only grass covering the slopes.

Along a weary trail, over mighty passes 
and through deep and gloomy canyons 
und plortons forests, we proceeded to He- 
fengchiang, where we stopped for the 
night in an old farmhouse. | slept up- 
stars inva likick hole of an attic festooned 
with corncohs. An old table and a barrel 
and the ever-present family  shtme com 
sine the sole furniture. But, after a 
ang day's march or ride, ont cares little 
ahout surroundings a3 long as one has his 

own bed, table, chairs, and other neces- 
ate adjuncts brought with tian frony the 
civilized werld bevond the ranges, val- 
leys, awl plains, 

ON— MPI, OOCUPIES LOUTIEN'S SCHUM, 
The fifth day from Likiang we reached 
Chitien, on the banks of a tributary of 
the Yanetre, along whieh our trail now 
followed a mountain range, up and down 
through valleys ane villages, till we come 
upon the plain of Litties and a tmch- 
scattered villare of the sume name, nest- 
ling on the slopes of the Mekong-Yangtse 
clivide. 

Below us lava beautiful anvphitheater ; 
to the right an imposing Intilding on the 
hillside, a lamasery, the first outpost of 
the Tibetan Church, Tt owas difficult to 
find # place of rest, 

On accent of the cain, D decided net to 
pitch our tents, but entered the frrat build- 
ing near the hank of 9 stream, ‘This 
proved to be the dilapidated schoolhouse 
of Luten. cA lonely Nash boy sat at a 
desk copying Chinese characters, The 
ceiling had once Ie papered: sheets of 
it hung down and supported spider welis 
which almost touched the boy's head, 

We went on in search of better quar- 
ters, which we found in the-best house of 
the place. Opium smokers were evicted 
from the loft, and after T had had the 
(lace cleaned T took stock of my str- 
rounelingrs. we 

Air was plentiful From my bed | 
could see the stars, not through the win- 


dow, but through the ceiling, from which. 


hung linneles of beans as they had been 
pulled ap from the fields to dry, A.third 
of the room was occnpied hy white ciret- 
lnr cakes, a sort of veast tsed in the mak- 
ing-of wine, A pile of strow, hoge bes- 
kets, and the ever-present altar of red

perforated paper with (Chinese characters 
cutout of alded paper completed the fur- 
niture. 

The evening air was wonderful at this 
elevation (9,000 feet); the ram had 
ceneed tind. a clowiess, starry sky made 
i% forvet the hardships of the road. 

A verbal fight between the two families 
who oceupied the house ensned the next 
morning over the division of the money | 
was to give them, for one supplied water, 
the other firewoal. Giving each what was 
deserved, I left them quarreling: to their 
heart’s content. | | 

We now adcended through pane and 
sprice forests to the stmmit of the Yane- 
tze-Mekong watershed, Litiping, as the 
tinvide is known, is one broad, undulating 
Tinge Of alpine meadows, some 11,000 
feet in elevation, bordered by a dense 


forest of the loveliest hemlocks. 


The indergrowth consists mainly of a 
canthrike (drwndinarie}, while a: thick 
carpet of moss covers the ground, The 
mentiws were one sea of bite and white, 
for the gentions as well as the eilelweiss 
were allin bloom. Rhododendron hashes, 
tall anemones, and irises formed a border 
on the outskirts of the hemlock forests. 

The air was bracing, the sunshine glori- 
ous: birds were smging and all seemed 
elact for life, 

The view toward the Yangtee in. the 
east was wonderful, the Jong tates 


stretching Trom north to south as far as 


the eve could see, while at our very feet 
lay the: scattered hamlet of Littien, still 
enshrouded in morning mist. 


AUTHOR S MAIL RXITAUSTS WEIIST'S 
STAME SUITLY 


Late that afternoon we arrived at the 
prefectural town of Weihsi, a forlorn 
place of about 400 houses sitnated on a 
small tributary of the Mekong River. 

The town bousts a wallot mud with x 
tew dila idated gates, The west fite 14 
an oval hole in the wall, perhaps merely 
the result of a kicking, obstreperous 
Yitonan mule. 

Here we stopped for two days to de- 
velop ott pietires, pack seeds, and write 
notes and letters, for Weihsi has a post 
office, pet as we would understand the 
word, however. The postal clerk wns 
unable to figure out the postage due on 
my letter package, as he had never con- 
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cut silk garments, which be put on over 
his hithy clothes, and ter) sat down as ti 
he were emperor of China.

We were still in the land of the Nashi, 
although one encounters other tribes, such 
as Lissn and Tibetans, 

At Kangpo we stopped at the horse of 
the Nashi chief who rules over this: and 
other villages farther squth. 

Shortly after oor arrival we heard 

chantings, the blowing of trumpets, Liesit- 
ing of gongs, and the ringing of bells, all 
emanating fram a window on, the top 
floor opposite my room. Soon the faces 
and red cloike of Nashi lamas appeared 
in the window frame. ‘They stoppert their 
worship to satisfy their curiosity. Having 
taken a good Jonk at me; they returned to 
their pravers with occasidnal poundings 
ef the drum and monotonens hlares From 
Truiinipets, - 
Guided by a lama, T wert upstairs to 
a chapel and feted jimests sitting before 
‘Tibetan books. ‘They were a friendly lot, 
and later E took their piletures, after pre- 
senting them with copies of a photograph 
of the Malai Lama of Lhasa, whom sone 
af ther number liad seen in: person anc 
mimediately recoptized, 

‘The religion of the Nashi in this region 
is pure ‘Tihetan Buddhism, to which they 
were converted by their ‘Tibetan neyrh- 
bors. “Tombas, or sorcerers, are rare, ti 
net tokneewt, 

Tt was here that [ encountered the first 
real Nashi lamas, They spoke Tibetan, 
besides their tnother tongue, and some of 
them had even been to Lhasa, where they 
had studied.

Following up ithe Mekong. north of 
Weihai, one becomes more and mre 
aware of the fact that one is nearmg the 
Tibetan border, Chinese are very scarce 
aml the tribal people, such as the Nashi, 
have adopted the religion of the lamas, 
Beyond Yetehe (Yeichil}, Tibetans auit- 
number other tribes, Oiher signs of 
Tibetan lama overlordship are the marry 
man shrme, pyramids of rock slibs on 
which are de! tly carved the everlasting 
formula, “Om Afant Padme Hiv (Ch, 
ne "bik in is Tots, Pe ial : 

ryvramitd has tauntly a square base. 
sei! the sides of which are alaba of 
rocks, usually of slate or sandstone, on 
which, often in minute letters, the praver 
is engraved. Hundreds of sich slabs of 
tock compose a pyramid which is crowried 
lv’ a Jong, carved pole surmenmnted by a 
crescent (see pages 150 pnd 18). 

Seldom dees one find a single pyramid, 
Usually there are long rows cf them, com- 
posed of thousands of Inboriovsty carved 
ropks always bearing the same prayer. 
Occasionally Buddhist ‘emblems, even 
Buddhas, are carved into the rocks and 
beautifully pamter, 

At Kangpu there was ao square Tati 
shrint Ww ith Buddhas painted on the white- 
washed walls, while next to it stood a 
small incense stove of brick, Cerin 
prayers and cedar- or pine-hranch offer- 
ings were biimt (see jaye 10), 

In the courtyard of our Nashi_ chief 
forgathered many people who later joined 
my men in the lige kitchen, where fires 
borned lustity. The sparks were flying, 
and all at once the black, smoky roof 
caught fire. Had it not heen for the hig 
caldron of hothng water, there would hive 
heen no house, 

Tt is remarkable that fires do not occur 
daly. for the people mre ahsolettely care- 
less. Candles and oif lamps are unknown 
anil the natives walk ahout with lighted 
pine torches, some of which are even 
stuck into cracks between posts, as one 
wold hang apa lantern. If one hantse 
burns, it usta Iyomenns that nothmg can 
save the village,

explorer. For days Forrest was hunted 
hy Tibetan: lamas, who had killed all the 
prestsin the Mekong Valley, Had they 
caivht him, bis head, too, would have 

graced the gate of Atuntze lamasery, a4 
dl that uf r Dubernare. 

ing Lee is very hashful and yet digni- 
fied; he is the last surviving miler of the 
Nashi as well as of the other tribes living: 


in his terntary, which extends as far to: 


the west os the Irrawaddy. Even the 
Kjnteu pay him tribute, not in money, tut 
im kine. 

We spent a day in the king's commodi- 
ois establishment, occupying a small yar- 
det and veranda next to the private lari 
chapel, for he, too, is of the Tibetan 
Church. 

All day Jong alama recited prayers, ac- 


companied hy the constant, quick heat of 


the drum, whith. was interrupted occa- 
sionally by the jingling of:a bell. The

The Mekong became more interesting 
ainl the scenery much prander, as we pro- 
cecied northward. 

A contingent of Nashi men, with head- 


quarters at Tsehchung, had beer collect- 


ing seeds for me on the great divides s 
arating the Mekong, the Yangtze, and the 
Salwin, and [ now sert a messenger to in- 
form them and Father Ouvrard, a French 
priest, who took the place of massacred 
Father Dubernard, of my approach.

ROVE BEIDGES ANE MADE OF TWISTED 
BAMBOO 
These bridges are an ingenious inven- 
tomy they can be employed only across 
rivers flowing in trenchlike valleys; such 
a8 the Mekong and the Salwin. Along 
most of the Vangtee course they are im- 


possible, as the river is much broader and 


flows in wider valleys, and in) regions 
where they could le weed they are im- 


known to the natives, 


The rope bridge, now a purely Tihetan 
affair, may have heen adapted by the Til- 
etans from the Laiten, Lissa, or other fun- 
gle people of the river valleys near Tiler. 

The first prerequisite fora rope bridge 
is a built-up platform on the hillside near 
the trail In this ts-btiried for half its 
length a large post of cypress: in which 
notches are ent ty hold the rope in place 
after it has heen wornd round the [rast 
(see illustrations, paces 138 and 139). 

The starting platform is usually from 
1) 10.230 feet above the river, while the 
laruling platform; on the opposite side, 15 
From 25 to 50 Teet above the river, thus 
providing a foiriv steep decline, There 
are two rope units for ench, crossing place, 
ane sHfordine an incline to the right Tsiunk 
and one to the left. The dupes are maile 
ot twisted strands of canchrake, a-small 
hamboo (ste pages tq9 and 150). 

A tecessary implement is the slider, a 
semcylinider made of strong oak worl, 
This slider fits over the rope. The trav- 
¢ler is thed Into a rawhide vak strip or 
sling. 1m which he sits as in a swing, anil 
this is fastened to the slider throneh a 
wooden slot. Care must be taken to keep 
the slider straight, hack up, on the rope,

We spent one night alone a. glacier 
stream in riilowdendron woods, Here 
our Tibetan guide from the Salwin leit 
ns. as he was afraid to venture down to 
Londire, a Tibetan hamlet deep tn the 
canyon, where it was said a pmetimonic 
plarue hind raged and all the survivors 
lawl fled into the hitls. 

When we arrived at the village we 
found thot tt was deserted, many having 
died, not of plague, but of relapsing Tever, 
4 disease carried by lice, which are the 
constant companions of the Tibetans. 
Once the disease gets awell established, it 
seems to moon forever, as there is hardly 
a Tibetan who doesnot harbor some of 
these small boartlers. 

We now followed the arid, rocky pore 
of the Mekong, The snowy dome of 
Mount Mivetzinm locked deathhke tn the 
cold, pruy morming sky, bit turned to a 
rich pink when the sun's rays. were re- 
flected from its steep snowhelds. 


We reached Yangtzd, a bosy place -at 


this time of year, for thousands of pil- 
erims cross here to viet sacred Dokerl. 
As we approached, Tibetans kept sliding 
on rope bndges to our side, while another 
Caravan, mcretly composed of women, went 
the other way. ‘There was a constant 
sliding back and forth from bank to bank, 
pitst re peopic of the Oecident eross 
Streets.

In grandeur these gorees may be com- 
pared with that of the Bralunaputra be- 
fore it leaves Tibet for the Assan plain, 

From Shiku, where the Yangtze tums 
north, flowing parallel to itself, the waters 
are bread and placid, the cerrent gentle, 
and near Yulo, where a ferry plies, one 
would never dream that only a few miles 
subaped on the tiver becomes a mad tor- 
rent flowing through a terrifying. gorge. 
The, Yangtae lows. at G0ce. feet Sets 
tion where tt enters the gorge, and as the 
peaks of the range which it piterers as 
with o giant's sword are more than 1g.000 
feet in height, the gorgeis approximately 
13.000 feet in depth, : 

In many places the rivet is only 20

the object of my stay of several months 

in this reincarnated! republic, the most 

populous of the new states created as an 
aitermath of the World War.* 

Ina search for the picturesque, | trav- 
eled to all quarters of the republic, which 
acccunts itself the sixth largest state in 
Europe, embracing an area of nearly 
150,000 square miles. 

The porter who meets one at the train 
in Warsaw was but yesterday a million- 
aire, Fantastic iyures gave birth to fan- 
tastic habits. No one asked for change. 
With a mass of hrain-cluttering zeros, it 
was easier to deal in round numbers. 
Then came the zloty, worth a gold france, 
twenty cents, or 1,800,000 Polish marks. 

There were 10 zeros to toss arcund and 
many travelers, likewise reduced from 
the ranks of millionaires, pieree ti) ‘carry 
their cwn bags; hence there are three 
porters for every job, Each must live 
from the proceeds of a day, two-thirds of 
which is taken up in having his services 
refused. 

As a droshky rolls up the bloe-coated 
driver in a leather cap hands his momber 
to a policeman, who slips it onto one enil 
of a broken tmg. A duplicate number 
hangs hetween the shoulder-blades of the 
eabby, When an arriving passenger 
wihts a carriage, a number is slipped off 
the other end and the driver of that num- 
her wins the jare, according to the first- 
come-first-to-serve principle. 

Ciccasionally, when demand for drosh- 
kies exceeds supply, a. number never-gets

Through the one surviving gate out of 
ix, one goes past a small, shaclowy slirine 
set in the wall and ina few minutes stands 
in one of the finest squares in [Europe. 
Cm the right is the tower of the old 
town hall. A. fascinating market hall fills 
the center and the Church of Panna 
Marva lifts its two whequal tewers at the 
left.

The Panna Marya Church stands out 
not only above the many churches of the 
former capital, but of all Poland, Com- 
ing in from coll streets where ragyeil 
beggars cringe beside the door, one stanids 
in wonder under a vault second only to 
that of Strasbourg. 

The church warms the eye with its 
polychrome mural decorations and rests 
the soul with its vast peacefulness. At 
the far end, there is the plitter of candles 
and above a wonderful altar screen, de- 
picting scenes from the life of Mary and 
seine ic tich stained glass, seemingly 
brighter than the bleak day outside, 

In Krakow and theowghout little Po- 
land, or Galicia, ane senses the greater 


degree of freedom and autonomy which 
the Austrian Poles enjoyed, Street tames 
needed no changing with the advent of 
Polish therty. The Mickiewicz monument 
was not bidden in a churchyard, as in

SIENA'’S PALIO, AN ITALIAN INHERITANCE 
FROM THE MIDDLE AGES 


By Marte Lovise Hanprey 





AROM ecarllest morning there was a 
thrill in the air, as ii of some porten- 
tots event about to occur, And well 
there tight be, for Siena the classic, 
Srea the mecheval, was aliout te celebrate 
its grent annul ervic festival, the Palo, 
a striking pagearit inherited from the 
Middle Ages, still held m the costume of 
the period, and featured by the rommng 
ofa strimge, almost barbaric, horse rice 
an the frstorte Campo, | 

There is no other place in the world 
where one may lay hand so palpably on 
the Middle Ages as in Stena, Thir-archi- 
tecture, the customs, the very people, 
hive t touch of bygone days. It gives 
the impression of a seement of the fil- 
teenth century passed down to modem 
times, with its good ond evil, and, above 
all, with its imtense Jocal attachments, 
practically unchanged, 

For upward of four hundred years the 
little Tuscan city has been organised as it 
is now, in contrade, of wards, each a dis- 
trict and stparate entity. though ‘part of 
the common life. Each still clings to its 
own individual traditions, jts own loves 
and hates. and is ready to rally to’ the 
same Hag and colors that it has cherished 
for centuries, 

This gives. to Siena a characteristic 
atmnsphere, which more than anything, 
save its art, has contilmted to center ape 
it the continned interest of the traveler,

At one time Sienna’s 17 contrade all 
juitticipated in the Palio. each entering 
one horse, but, owing to the frequency of 
eerigus accidents, expericnceed through the 
overcrowding of the narrow. track. the 
ninmber of contestants is now limited ta 
ten. Seven of the contrade are privileged 
and ton by “right,” as they express it, 
while the three others are driwn hy lot. 

The horsemen ride bareback, in) the 
Paho, armed with a puntshiny whip, the 
nervo, made of twisted, hardened ox 
sinew aril ticasnring abeut three feet, 

This whip plavs an important role. In 
the olden ies a long; flexihle one was 
used, and the competitors were allowed to 
wield it sc a8 te entanile their opponerits 
anid! throw thent; but this practice is now 
forbidden, 
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CLEARING THE TRACK FOR THE PALI 
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The sharp curves, anil irregular nr tm nuk 
the world, but it supplies in picturerque ecttne 
Tate Hetren= ture, bulwarks of muttitesses 
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to preserve the joustlike chanicter af the 
race, have decreed that ther champions 
may belibor one another with the heavy 
netrbo whenever the chance presents: Th 
prevent fatal wyory, the men ore pur- 
mitted to wear metal helmets: birt, even 
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atl mounts crow better acquainted, and 
eventually they come to a mutual under- 
standing. 

At last the great day dawns and the im- 
perative summons of a somoratts bell tells 
ns it is time to be stirring. 
only five, but the city is already in turmotl, 
as we sally forth uncer the cloudless sky 
of an August morning. 

The streets are packed from wall to 
wall, and following the streaming popu- 
lace, we are led to the votive chapel on 
the Pinzzn,.a Shrine erected in thanks- 
giving for deliverance from the plague of 
Tak. 

Mass is being celebrated and the little 
church is crowded with men, only a few 
wortnen hanging about the outskirts. Over 
the heads of the worshipers we can see 
the ten caders, in full colors, koeelme 
steadier to shoulder m front of the altar, 
the hitter rivalry of faction held in, check 
during this brief interval of prayer. 

Then the ceremony is over and we are 
again in the streets, tow alive with the 
subdued roar of mustering thousands, 
Every familiar language nuingles in the 
gener hahble: tost of the etvilized ta- 
tions seem to he represented in the throng 
about us; yet on every lip, native or for- 
eign, is but one topie—the Palio, 


WE CHOOSE A CHAMTION 


We hac set ont with mild, amused 
curiosity; tit it was tmpossible to resist 
the galvanic touch of the throbling m- 
terest on all sides, And presently we 
were asking ourselves to what quarter 
of town we belonged: which horse was 
ours; who was to ride for ws; what his 
colars were? ‘I'hese matters had unex- 
pectedly become of vital impertince. 

Cihvieusly, it was to the quarter in 
which we hal takes lodgings that we 
owed allegiance, and we posted curselves 
without detay. It Soe to be the Con- 
trada dell" Cha, its emblem a goose, anil 
we went at onec in search of our favorite. 

Al few coppers tnduced a passing tad 
ta conduct 1 te the place where the horse 
wie Stabled, and we caught sight, behind 
aowire netting, of a glossy, clean-limbed 
hay, with long, smooth running gear, a 
fine, intelligent head, and apparently in 
the pink of condition. We felt elated, 

Meanwhile our young escort had in- 
formed us that the racers were shortly to 
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be, blessed by the priest, the ceremony to 
take place in churches of the respective 
wards; a) we sumtered over to the Ora- 
tory of Santa Cotetinn, where our cham- 
yien would be inken, 

Tt was not long before the chaplain 
come from the sacristy, book in hand, 
surplice andl stole over his cassack, gad 
the altar tapers were then lighted, Almost 
immediately a commetion in the crowd 
announced the approach of the horse, and] 
the priest urgently pleaded for silence. 
that the nervows animal tight mot he 
frighternedl. 

In the perfect stillness that followed we 
heard the stamp of hoofs on the pave- 
ment, then at the threshold, and the 
heantifual creature was Jed up the aisle to 
the altar steps Iv the ride¢ himself. ‘The 
noble beast stood motronless, while the 
Latin lenediction. was read, then ‘holy 
water ‘was sprinkled over his prond head, 
and the ceremony wis diver, 

Put the picture remmins with me to this 
day—strange, extraordinary, even weird. 
| can still see the shadowy altar starred 
with lights, the shining coat of the waul- 
lant racer, and the man, mhcent im 
his parade dress of green velvet slashed 
with white satin, Vermilion undersleeves 
and yest, feathered cap crushed in hand— 
a-striking group, like a scrap of the pnst 
enacted before os in stime magic wav,

[t was now time for the procession of 
the delegations from the various cortrade, 
Tt has been the tsaige ever smce the six- 
teenth century for these contrade to ap- 
pear m full regalia on all momentous oc- 
casions, Fach still disports the gorgeous 
costumes of the period and hears the ward 
lanner, binazened with the device oryi- 
nally adopter, such as the Lion, the Cater- 
pillar, the Goose, the Ram, ete. which 
give to the various districts the names by 
which they aré known. The pirocesstorr. 
of course, has-remained an important fea- 
ture of the Palio, 

We repaited to the Campo te witch the 
parade, and it proved an imposing sight. 

Each contrada formed a separate 
group, préceded by a drom major, who 
ct the pace and signaled the stops and 

advances, aa required, 

Behind him marched two enstett-bearers, 
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SIENA'S 


whose flag-plav proved one of the most 
attractive features of the parade, The 
contrade would each jmatse in turn, as they 
passed the dwellitgs of the city authoritres 
and the pudaces of the nobles; that. honor 
might be shown the inmates with a skilled 
display of ensign-waving (see paye 258). 

Following the ensign-heurers came the 
capitan, cit the quarter, encased in full 
armor and surrounded by four vouths, 
two burdened with his weapons of war, 
the other two carryme halberds anc act- 
ing as esoorts, | 

Next marched a page in gorgeous rai- 
ment, hearing thé ward standard, a great 
hanner of silk and velvet, licavily em- 
beoidered in gokl and blazoned) with the 
armoriats of the district, | 

Then came a palfrenier, leading the 
contraa: racer, hanidsemely caparisonecd 
and plumed, followed ly the chosen nder 
monnted on a charzer and-attired im the 
garb of his fellow wardmen. 

The ten contrade having candidates for 

the Palio headed the procession; then, 
eandwiched in between them and the 
others, strode the Chief Magistrate of 
Siena, supreme arbiter of call factional 
strife, and the city offiecrs. 

Rolling m the rear of the last contrada 
was the war chariot af olden days—augly, 
cumbersome, and dilapidated, hut sail 
decorated with flags and shiekls atiel 
drawn by four great horses. 

A squad of men at arms trailed the old 
war chariot and closed the procession. 
The Jast row of them had barely left the 
Campo when a preat beatmge of dmomis 
announced that the mounted riders had 
come through the portals of the Polesta, 
and every neck was craned to get a plimpese 
of the prancing horses as they went to 
the harrier. 


A TENSE SILENCE AWAITS THE START 


There was silence now on the lng 
square, a silence of vibrant anticipation, 
With .qnickening pulse. every man and 
woman wiited the sharp crack of the 
pistol, which was to telense the eager 
horses fretting behind the harrier. 

Itcame stddenty, almost unexpectedty, 
and the blood, leaped into. action at the 
sight which followed. 

In serried ranks the racers spring for- 
ward, moving at terrific pace. their riders 
sitting as af a part of them—knees tight, 
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lodies swiving tumbly, anns waving the 
witked whips and administering reat 
blows tht and lett, 

. a and said flew from the horses’ 
hoots; the crowd leaned forward without 
a sound, thrilled and expectant, ‘Then, 
abruptly, acry of alarm broke the silence. 
At the sharp turn by S. Martino, where 
the course slopes suddenty, a man had 
heen fing to the purvement, his horse 
stumbling and rolling over. I closed ny 
eyes as the others pounded by the hid- 
dled figure, for it seemed impossthle that 
the flying hoois could avoid it. 

A sigh of relief told me that hy some 
miracle the: rider had escaped, and | 
looked again, to see him strogele to his 
feet ane! stagiurer slowly toward the paling.
